Report of Library Trustees. 


Tt is again the pleasure of the undersigned to call attention 
of the citizens of Franconia, briefly, to onr free public library. 
The report of the librarian, now before us, shows that the library 
has been well patronized during the fiscal year just closed. Two 
thousand, four hundred and seventy books have been loaned dur- 
ing the year; 2,225 of these are works of fiction, 42 works on 
biography, 58 works on history, 62 works on travel, and 83 mis- 
cellaneous works. Fifty new cards have been issued to patrons. 
One hundred and nine volumes have been added to the library 
during the year by purchase and 15 by donation. Mrs. Slosson 
has generously given 12 volumes and Mrs. Dana 3 volumes. We 
have now upon our shelves 1,598 volumes, a fact of which our 
people may justly feel proud considering the brief time since the 
work was begun. 

The sum of $10.45 has been collected by the librarian from 
the sale of cards, in fines, ete She has expended, under direction 
of the trustees, for fuel, oil, freight on books, new books, ete., 
the sum of $14.00. 

Your trustees have spared no pains in selecting books that 
would, in their judgment, be acceptable to the reading public, and, 
-at the same time, harmless in their influence. This, to a conscien- 
tious man or woman, is not a light responsibility, and your trus- 
tees, while performing their duties cheerfully and gladly, have 
felt its weight very keenly. 

At their annual inspection of the books the trustees were 
pleased to find so many evidences that they have been well 
cared for by the patrons of the library. But after long use books 
will become broken and we have withdrawn about 30 volumes 
from circulation with the intention of having them re-bound 
whenever our funds will warrant such an expenditure.

Additional shelf room is needed immediately. The trustees 
also think it most desirable to revise the library catalogue as soon 
as the next installment of books can be placed upon the shelves. 
They therefore beg to recommend that the following sums be ap- 
propiiated for the next fiscal year: The sum of $100.00 to be 
expended exclusively for books; the sum of $50.00 to pay for the 
services of the librarian, and the further sum of $50.00 to meet 
such extraordinary expenses as re-binding books, providing addi- 
tional shelf-room, and revising and reprinting the catalogue.
